JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates by this mail (P. and 0.) are to the 23rd Oct., and 
via San Francisco we have dates to the 22nd Uctober by the 
steamer China, which briogs 1,700 tons cargo. 

The English mail, with dates to 26th August, arrived on the 
12th October. The following items are from the Japan Mail. 

A misunderstanding of a serious nature has arisen between the 
French and Prussian Ministers, on the subject of the Japanese 

roclamation of neutrality, and caused very unusual excitement 
fen during the whole fortnight. A North German steamer called 
the Rhein, belonging to Messrs. Textor and Co., of this port, and 
which had been hired to haul a stranded vessel off the spit on 
which she was lying, got up steam and proceeded on her errand. 
No soorer had she left her anchorage than the French 
war steamer Jinois steamed out to the entrance of the 
bay, Retreying one way infer anything —the general 
object of her departure, by firing a gun across the bows 
of a British ship which was entering the bay without show- 
ing her colours. M. Von Brandt upon this immediately re- 
presented to M. Outrey that such acts were inconsistent with his 
views of the neutrality which should be preserved in Japanese 
waters, and out of harmony both with his interpretation of inter- 
national law and the terms on which they had mutually agreed 
to stand. M. Outrey, however, concluded that the action of the 
Linois was justified both by the Japanese proclamation of neu- 
trality and the acknowledged rights of Pelligereats and on 
his refusal to concede the required point to M. von Brandt, 
the latter went to Yedo, and, by ‘representing the matter 
to the Japanese Foreign Minister, and adducing the autho- 
rity of writers of unquestioned eminence on international 
law in support of his position, he persuaded him to insert 
two clauses which would give to German shipping the re- 
quired protection. The French Minister seems to have been much 
irritated at this, but most of the rumours to which it has given 
rise are either wholly untrue or grossly exaggerated. We have 
heard of challenges, beating to quarters, running out guns, &., 
among the vessels of the respective fleets in the harbour, all 
which reports are absurd, though the existence of great excite- 
ment among the crews on both sides cannot be denied. It may 
be hoped that the friendly offices of one or all of the neutral 
Ministers will be urged so as to bring the matter to a satisfactory 
termination. 

A notification has been issued by the Japanese Government to © 
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the Chinese residents, informing them that they must not smoke 
opium under pain of banishment. 

The British barque Mary Afiller, from Newchwang, met with 
very severe weather. During the gale on the 12th she lost all 
three of her masts, and the water rose several feet in her hold. 
Eventually the barque was towed into port by the French war 
steamer Dupleir. The British barque Minstrel has also been dis- 
masted, and the British schooner Rantipole has stranded in Oda- 
warra Bay, and it is feared that the whole or part of the crew has 
been lost. The Akindo, from Hakodadi, was also totally wrecked 
in the same place. 

The Japanese steamer Bahama, which went ashore during the 
yeoent typhoon at Kawasaki point, has been got off, apparently 
without serious injury to her hull, since she was towed into port 
on the 14th. She has evidently lost a great dcal of her upper 
works, and both the main and mizen topmasts are gone. 

The mail brought two assistant engineers and fourteen me- 
chanics, consisting of platelayers, stonemasons, &c., for the 
service of the railway. Much of the plant is under way. The 
rails will be 68 lbs. to the yard, the chairs of cast iron, with tim- 
ber sleepers. It is to be regretted that the platclayers should 
have arrived before the material, but in all probability some em- 
ployment will be found for them in the meantime. The arrival 
of the assistant engineers will enable the surveying party under 
Mr. England to start at once on the overland survey to Osaka. 

The departure of Messrs. Bryant and Lane, two assistant engi- 
neers, who arrived out by the American mail, hus been made the 
aubject of much conjecture, in some instances hostile to the Go- 
vernment railway undertaking. It will, however, have no bear- 
ing whatever on the progress of the work, and was owing to 
circumstances which could only be explained by a knowledge, 
not now in our possession, of questions which have arisen be- 
tween the Government and their Commissioner—questions which 
by this time have probably been settled in England. 

The Japanese steamer (. J. Textor has been sold to Messrs. 
Walsh, Hall, and Co., and now flies the'American flag. Her name 
has been changed to the Morotau. 


HIOGO. 
Dates are to the 19th October. 

We take the following from the Hiogo News. 

The seventeenth birthday of his Most Gracious Majesty the 
Mikado was celebrated in Kobe in a most suitable manner. The 
Japanese man-of-war the Fujiyama, fired salutes at sunrise, 
noon and sunset, and a salute was also fired from the forts at 
Temposan. The majority of the foreign ships in port were gaily 
dressed, several of them firing salutes at noon. In the evening the 

rincipal thoroughfares were illuminated in the usual Japanese 
fashion, and a continuous beating of drums testified in the loudest 
manner the loyalty of the inhabitants. A tiffin was given by the 
Native authorities in celebration and honour of the occasion, to 
which the consular body were invited. The Vice-Governor presided, 
the Consuls sitting at his right and left according to seniority, 
Japanese officials and interpreters sitting at the lower end of the 
table. The toast of the day—* The Mikado’s health ”—was pro- 
d by Colonel Stewart (all the guests standing), who expressed 
is good wishes towards the Japanese Government. After tiffin, 
photographs of different groups of hosts and guests were taken, 
and a number of the well-known cars were taken inside the gates 
of the Saibansho, when the attendants paid their respects to the 
Government officials. 

One of. the latest “signs of the times” is the decision of the 
Pacific Mail Steam Ship Company to run four steamers per month 
between Yokohama aud Shanghai, via the inland sea. The pro- 
gress of this line of steamers has been truly astonishing. Starting 
originally with one steamer—the Costa /ica—the company 
quickly found profitable employment for a second and third, and 
now a fourth is to be added to the line. The Costa Rict, New 
York, Golden Age, aud Oregoniun are fine steamers, and all who 
travel by them are loud in their praises of the accommodation 
afforded, and the obliging disposition of the officers. We hear 
that up to the present the best paying part of the line has been 
to and from Ko Doubtless the steamers would be much more 
patronised by foreigners were the somewhat high rates of passaye- 
money reduced, and we think this is a question well worthy the 
consideration of the company. They would certainly find a lower 
rate more profitable in tue long run. 

It ia rather sang that while Kobe has progressed, Osaka has 
literally became a deserted city, and this equally to the surprise 
of natives and foreigners. Buildings originally erected there have 
been pulled down, brought to, and re-erected at Kobe. Only three 
or four jbuildings are now on the Concession, and some land- 
renters are asking to be released for the preaent from paying 
oie considering their land as valueless. “ How have the mighty

NAGASAKI. 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, VIA SAN FRANCISCO.) 
Ocr. 15, 1870. 

The English mail of August 12 arrived here on the 5th 
inst. by the steamer Sunshine, from Hong Kong, fifty-four days ; 
that of the 26th arrived on the 13th inst. by H.M.S. Salamis, 
from Shanghai, forty-eight days ; arrived from Cardiff on the 
9th inst., with coals for H.B.M. fleet, Monte Rosa. 

The following movements have taken place here in the war 
vessels :—Russian: Sept. 28, Boyarin, from Hobart Town ; Oct. 
4, from Shanghai, Vsadnick ; Oct. 4, I1.M.S. £74, from Hiogo, 
and left on 15th idem for Tientsin via Chefoo; Oct. 13, H.M.S. 
Salamis, from Shanghai. and left 15th idem for Newchwang ; 10, 
H.B.M. troopship Adventure, from Yokohama, &e. Vessels in 
port—British, Adventure and Ocean; Russian, Almaz, Boyarin, 
Haydamack, and Vsadnick. 

Messrs. V. and L. Pignatel have announced by circular that 
they will continue the business lately carried on by their deceased 
father under the same name, Pignatel and Co. 

The mineral springs at Simabara have been thrown open to 
Europeans, and those who are willing to submit to certain re- 
strictions can visit them if they feel so inclined. H.BM. Consul 
made public the rules on the 10th inst., which are as follows :— 
“It is not allowed to overstep the boundary of the hot spring, 
nor to go outin the night. Should anything be wanted during 
the day, it should be applied for to the officer in charge ; nobody 
should buy anything by himself. The provisions will not 
be provided in an European manner, but Japanese. Visitors 
to the hot-spring should go from here to Obama (village of 
Simabara) by water.” The above is a copy of the Japanese 
document, but I hear that a passport from the Japanese 
authorities, countersigned by the apoliceat's Consul, is also re- 
quired. From persons who have used the baths I learn this so- 
called boundary of the hot springs consists of a very large 
garden which surrounds the Temple, sct apart for the accommoda- 
tion of the visitors ; the charge for board and residence is one rio, 
equal (in English money at the present rate of exchange) to about 
4s. 6d. per day each’ person. A bath when engaged by any person 
is kept exclusively for his use, or of that of his party ad libitum, 
for which a charge of three rios per day is made. About the 
premises are chambers fitted up as vapour baths. Those used by 
Europeans are separated from those used by the natives, and great 
attention to cleanliness is paid to those of the former, which are 
emptied on every occasion after they have been used. I hear that 
samples from each different spring have been submitted to Dr. 
van Mansvell, the superintendent of the Japanese Hospital at 
this port. If the Japanese were less fickle I have no doubt they 
could derive considerable profits from their mineral springs in 
different parts of the empire; but I expect to hear of those at 
Simabara being closed again, like those at Hozen were in 1869. 

Tbe summer here was brought to a close by a typhoon, which 
visited our port on the evening of the Ist instant, and lasted 
about twelve hours. Although the wind during this time blew 
with great violence, no damage was donc ; the natural protection 
our port has with the islands at the entrance forming breakwaters, 
together with tho hills on both sides of the harbour, affording 
great shelter, makes accidents to the shipping events almost un- 
known here. The past summer has been a warm one, tempera- 
ture during the entire months of July, August, and September 
having averaged 84 deg. 78 min. by day, and 72 deg. 71 min. by 
night —the extreme range by day being from 75 2-10 deg. on the 
3rd July, to 93 2-10 deg. 24th July, while that by night was from 
60 1-10 deg. on the 3rd July, up to 79 2-10 deg. on the 11th Aug. 

The Japanese festival, or “ Odori,” was carried to an extent 
which, according to the statements made by some of the oldest 
residents, exceeded all they had ever seen in extravagance ; and 
the Nagasaki Express states that the street processions alone cost, 
at the lowest estimate, $20,000, and that the natives are com- 
pelled to subscribe tu these festivals ; the present is only one of 
many which occur in the course of the year. I was not prepared 
to think the cost was so great—although it was well known that 
one street (or at least one-half of it) contributed a “ dragon boat 
and fittings,” which cost considerably over $1,200—not so bad for 
people who are continually pleading poverty as an excuse for not 
buying piece goods.

TIENTSIN, 

The cuereapondent ot the Courier writes on Oct. 17 :—Since my 
last the city has been thrown into the greatest state of excitement. 
Friday, the 14th, was appointed for the execution of those fifteen 
poor wretches condemned to die for their participation in the 
massacre of June 21. On Monday it was discovered that Tls. 500 
had been given to each of the families of the condemned, and that 
silk hor bad been given to the criminals themselves, in which to 
be executed, and after death they were to be placed in most 
costly coffins and handed to their friends for burial. A further 
sum of money was distributed among the families of those to be 
banished, some say each fumily received Tls. 300, while others 
name Tis. 100 as the amount. 

For some reason the execution has been delayed, and there 
have been at efforts made to get the money returned—this 
being found no easy matter. Orders have been given to the 
banker to stop payment of all notes, drafts, &c., until after the 
execution. The mandarins have thus taken even the very appear- 
ance of punishment from the appointed death of these fiftcen 
men, nay, have even turned into something deserving of reward. 
Report says that the officials say that neither the Emperor nor 
themselves desire their death, but the foreigner insists upon it or 
declares war. ‘Thus even the death of the guilty, if guilty they 
be, will be made an instrument to foster hostile feeling against 
us, while no one can predict the effect of the money giving—upon 
the “ roughs”’ of the place. 

Intelligence of fresh outbreaks have just reached us. At one 
of the country stations of the A. B. C. F. M. Mission here a 
chapel has been looted, and some of the converts injured. But 
more serious news comes to us from Ta-san-tawang, in Wu-ching- 
hsien, between this city and Peking. A mob, led on by a gong, 
attacked a Roman Catholic chapel there, which was utterly demo- 
lished, as were, also, some houses of the converts. Foreigners 
were inquired for, but the infuriated mob being told there were 
no foreigners there, the attack was directed against the converts, 
several of whom were left (by the man who fled here to give the 
alarm) ina dying state, their heads cut open, and other deadly 
wounds inflicted. Another report speaks of the death of three. 
The Roman Catholic priests hers have communicated with the 
mandarins, who of course promise to see into it. Great fears are 
entertained of the safety of neighbouring stations, where there 
are two foreign priests and over a thousand converts, 


SHANGHAI, 

Dates are to the 25th Oct. The outward mail of 9th Sept. (P. 
and 0.) arrived on the 23:d Oct., with telegrams to 30th Sept.

Hankow correspondent writes :—The health of the forei 
members of the large community, which has suffered from the 
annual flood, is good. Insurance offices may be assured that the 

hysical condition of their clients here scarcely suffers from any 
ill influence positively engendered by the inundation which makes 
Hankow peninsular for some weeks or months. The British 
church has apparently not suffered from the flood, although such 
freedom can hardly be insured for it in future years. The mis- 
sionaries of the London and Wesleyan Socicties have arranged to 
conduct a single service on the Sunday for the present, according 
to the English ritual. This is economy for certain, but the pre- 
sence of several familics in the community scems to call for the 
exercise of the pastoral office in their midst, as well as the mere 
Preaching function. 

A Chefoo correspondent writes :—There was quite an excite- 
ment here yesterday (October ave over the arrival of a North- 

myship from Passiet. She escaped the French cruisers! 
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which are said to have been looking out for her, and are now 
watching four other North-German ships lying in Newchwang 3 
these must run the gauntlet soon, or stbmit to be frozen up for 
the winter. H.M. Dwarf lett here for Newchang on the 10th, 
having on board Mr. Adkins. who goes to,take over charge of the 
British Consulate from Mr. King. 

We have little to notice from Tientsin. It is quite settled thet 
Chung [ow is to go to Paris, and the Chinese wish that further 
negotiations should take place there. This is a course thorou bly 
consistent with the evasion and procrastination peculiar to rate 
nese diplomacy, but doubtless the mediator will be received vel 
coolly, perhaps not at all. Chung How was to start on the 20t 
inst. Tour gunboats are to be kept in the Peiho, a force which 
Mr. Wade considers sufficient to keep down trouble till the spring. 
It is not thought that any of the Ministers will withdraw from 
Peking during the winter. The Italian Minister has left for Ja- 
pan, there to remain till spring, and has appointed M. le Cheva- 
ier Vignale Chargé d’A ffaires. 

By the Shuntuing, which arrived on the 20th, we have the news 
confirmed that the gun-boats are to remain at Tientsin during the 
winter ; and that the proceedings of the Chinese at the Taku 
Forts aro under observation, but of the precise nature of their 
operations there we are not at present informed. 

The Hon. W. H. Seward, the eminent coadjutor of the late Pre- 
sident Lincoln in the U.S. Cabiuet, his nephew, Mr. G. F. Seward 
U.S. Consul-General in China, and lady, together with Admiral 
Rodgers and suite, and a party of ladies, have gone North, to visit 
Tientsin and Peking. 

As we go to press we hear, per Chihli, from Tientsin, that in 
Shantung a Protestant chapel has been destroyed, and also an- 
other situate between Tientsin and Peking, and three converts 
killed. 

A correspondent of the Courier writes from Tientsin Oct. 14 :— 
The execution of the fiftcen criminals (7?) was to have taken place 
to-morrow, but has heen officially postponed for some days, In 
Tientsin city it is reported in every street that the families of 
those about to be executed have already received coffin money, 
and that they are further to receive Tis. 300 each family. This 
will no doubt show every one but the wilfully blind what a farce 
the whole thing is in tle eyes of the Chinese. From this, too, we 
may judge what the banishment of the others will amount to.

The minutes of the last meeting having 
been read and confirmed, the Chairman said that the busi- 
ness before the meeting was very simple, and would, he 
believed, be satisfactory. Ile might, indeed, almost repeat what 
he had said at last meeting. for curing the past year the progress 
of the company had been equally remarkable. The i 1869 had 
indeed been one of exceptionally heavy losses. Still, as would be 
observed, the result on the whole was not unsatisfactory. The 
losses of the last eighteen months had been less than those of the 
previous eighteen months. The premiums had been larger, and 
the business generally greatly extended. The report had been for 
some time in the hands of the shareholders, and he thought they 
might,as usual, hold it as read. He did not know that he had any 
further statement to make.

427,249.63 
for the corresponding period of 1869. Owing to a succession of 
losses of an exceptional character during the past ycar, amotigst 
vessels of high class, outward bound to China and Japan, the 
settlements have been unusually heavy. The item of Tls. 333,372.58 
for losses and claims, refers principally to payments on account of 
policies iagsued in 1869, all of which risks have now terminated. In 
accordance with clause 91 of deed of settlement, estimates of the res 
sult of the business of the company for the year 1860 have been pres 
pared, and the dircctors are enable to propose the declaration of an 
interim dividend of ‘ls. 100 per share in respect thereof. After pay- 
ment of claims settled on the underwriting account for that year, up 
to 30th September last, a balance remains of Ts. 349,789, of which 
TIs. 150,000 will be absorbed by the above dividend, and setting nside 
Tls. 8,000 as bonus to contributing shareholders, will leave Tls. 119,780 
reserve to mect claims which may come forward hereafter. During the 
temporary abzence of Mr. Rowley Miller from Shanghai, Mr. Augustus 
White has been appointed anditor of the accounts.” 

The Chairman moved and Mr. Michie seconded, 

“That the accounts for the half-year ending 30th June, 1870, toges 
ther with the report of the directors, be paxsed as printed; ant thag 
the payment of an interim dividend of Tls. 100 per shure, in respect to 
the estimated profit arising from the business of the company for the 
year 1869, be sanctioned by the present meeting.’’ 


This having been carried wnanimously, Mr, J oseph Thorne pra. 
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a vote of thanks to the chairman, which was carried ,by ac- 
clamation, and the meeting separated. . 

The first annual meeting of the American Presbyterian Synod 
was held on 20th inst. at South-gate Chapel, which was hand- 
somely decorated for the occasion, the walks being hung with 
lanterns, and altogether presenting a very cheerful appearance.

Mr. Low is perfecting some secret policy, and that, for this pur- 
pose, the quiet of his retreat at the hills is necessary ; but of this 
wo have no evidence, and while he remains at the hills our in- 
terests are suffering. Whether his course has embarrassed his 
colleagues or not, it has certainly strengthened the hands of the 
Chinese. But for the absence of the Minister, the Chinese officials 
never could have imagined that one of the great Western Powers 
would treat the torture and murder of a score of innocent and 
deserving men and women, to say nothing of the destruction of 
property, as too trivial for notice. Great allowance is to be made 
on account of the evil influences to which Mr. Low has been sub- 
jected ; but a Minister who is not superior to such influences will 
not be likely to accomplish much at Peking.

HONG KONG. 

The dates extend to the lst Nov. The London mail (French) 
of 16th Sept. arrived out on 25th Oct., with telegrams to 9th Oct. 

The following items are from the China Mail :— 

The French barque Vuevo Penelope, with about 300 coolies on 
board, left Macao for Callao on the 4th ult. She had a crew, ex- 
clusive of officers, of cighteen men. On the 10th, when about 
150 miles to the southward of the Ladrones, the emigrants rose, 
murdered the captain and mate, and all hands except six, who 
were spared to navigate the ship into port. The watch on deck 
were all killed,“except two, who were in the rigging at the time. 
Some females who were on board were thrown in to the water and 
drowned. Six of the watch below were spared and compelled to 
work the ship into the harbour of Tinpack, where she now lies at 
anchor. The news arrived at Macao on the 24th. About thirty 
of the coolies left the vessel, the remainder are still on board. 
The charterers of the ship, we learn, purpose sending a steamer 
to tow her back to Macao. The coolies who remain on board are 
said to declare that they were deceived by the representations 
made to induce them to emigrate. 

AID TO THR SICK AND WOUNDED. 

The appeal which has been made in the local journals in behalf 
the National Fund for the Relief of the Sick and Wounded in 
the war, is, we are glad to learn, likely to meet with a hearty re- 
sponse. The manager of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank 
has intimated his willingness to receive subscriptions, and 
we understand that he is already in receipt of money to 
the credit of the fund. A large amount—our contemporary 
says $12,000—has been sent from Hong Kong by Frenchmen 
aud Germans, but as yet there has been no effort to identify 
the colony at 1 with the generous efforts that are being 
made at home, irrespectively of any national feeling, to 
alleviate the miseries which the war has inflicted and is 
inflicting upon many thousands of men. This omission, it is 
gratifying to learn, will shortly be rectified. It is proposed that 
@ public concert shall be given under the auspices of his Excel- 
lency the Lieutenant-Governor, and of other gentlemen of high 
position, and that the amateur and professional talent available 
in Hong Kong shall be invited to assist in it 

The case of the official assignee of Lyall, Still, and Co., Hon 
Kong, bankrupts, v. Comptoir d’Escompte de Paris and Chartere 
Bank (of India, Australia, and Caina has been decided by Chief 
Justice Smale in Chambers. ‘The assignment of 22nd December, 
1866, made by the bankrupts, is declared to be fraudulent (in a 
legal sense) and therefore void ; defendants are ordered to account 
for everything received under it, with interest accruing and 
profits ; and the official assignee’s costs are ordered to be paid by 
the defendants. 

There is an unpleasant rumour in circulation that one of our 
colonial officials took French leave of his functions and the colony 
at the same time, departing for Australia last week per Marguts 
of Argyle. It is further rumoured that his accounts obstinately 
refuse to balance, a hiatus of four figures in dollars existing.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
=o 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates are down to the 8th Nov. The French mail of 30th Sept., 
which arrived on the 2nd Nov., brought no English letters. Tele- 
grams from London extend to the 25th Oct. We learn from the 
Straits Times that the Legislative Council met on the 27th and 29th 
Oct. and the 3rd Nov. The estimates were still under considera- 
tion, the Supply Bill having as yet only passed its second read- 
ing. At the last meeting some slight corrections and a few 
alterations and additions were made. Of the estimates we will 
merely say that some $12,000 to $14,000 have been added to the 
general expenditure, which will decrease the estimated surplus 
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very materially, Under the head of “ Education,” the Hon. W° 
Adamson moved the withdrawal of the provision of $1,380 for an 
Inspector of Schools, which wasunanimously agreed to, and then 
proposed that this sum be added to the grant to the Raffle n- 
stitution, which was also unanimously adopted—a very practical 
suggestion, and likely to be of far more utility. The Raffles Insti- 
tution has # strong claim for consideration upon the local Govern- 
ment, being deprived of the lands with which it was endowed, and 
awarded a yearly money compensation instead. Hence, though 
the grant it will receive during the ensuing year is apparently out 
of proportion to that awarded to other schools, yet in reality it is 
but only fair. The Bankruptcy Bill, and the Bill for abolishing im- 
prisonment for debt, are still under consideration by the council in 
committee. This colony, it is to be remarked, has taken the lead 
of all others in following the example of the home Government 
and adapting these two Acts of Parliament of 1869 to its local 
requirements. The Debtors Bill, however, has had a very material 
amendment in the addition of several sections providing for regis- 
tration of bills of sale, in order to prevent debtors from defrauding 
their creditors by making over or disposing of their personal pro- 
perty. The Wah ey Lottery Bill has been amended so ag to 
include all gambling houses, and has passed into law ; conse- 
queutly there has already been @ very perceptible check in these 
nuisances, which were exerting @ very baneful influence amon: 
the class who patronised them. The Census Bill has also pass 
into law. 

The question of the reintroduction of convict labour into the 
colony is one on which there exists considerable difference of 
opinion in the community. On‘the score of economy there is cer- 
tainly a great deal to be said in favour of the resolution proposed 
by the Hon. W. R. Scott and adopted by the Council on 
the 3rd October—that the reintroduction of a limited num- 
ber of convicts from India and elsewhere, under the existing 
arrangements would be advantageous to the colony. 

The French cruisers do not appear to have effected much in 
this part of the world, most of the North German ships being 
laid up in port. We hear, however, of the capture of the G 
Vorwerk, from Hamburg for Shanghai, with a general cargo. This 
vessel was reported ashore in Banka Straits in our last issue, but 
she got off through the assistance of a Dutch gunboat, and being 
found to have sustained no damage proceeded on her voyage. 
The Dutch steamer Singapore, however, reports having seen her 
taken in tow by a French cruiser, after having got out into the 
China Sea. She will of course be taken into Saigon. 

The only arrival from home, via the Suez Canal, was the 
steamer Mindora, on the 4th of November. The departures were 
the Abbotsfurd, on the 27th of October, and the Eldon, on the 2nd 
of November. The Saida, from Macno, was still at Singapore. 
homeward bound, and to leave shortly. 





PENANG. 

Dates are down to 10th Nov. The English mail of 7th Oct, 
arrived on the 7th Nov., with telegrams from London to Oct. 30. 

The returns show a surprising coincidence in the revenue for 
the three last years, the amounts standing respectively at 
$1,331,000, $1,312,000, and $1,348,000. ‘That for the present 
year is exclusive of the sale of the Colonial steamer Rainbow, 
which is expected to produce $30,000. 

The suggestion made for a collection in aid of the widows and 
orphans bereaved by the loss of H.M.S. Captain has happily taken 
effect, and the resultis a contribution of $162.60. obtained by the 
circulation of a subscription paper bearing the sanction of the 
Manager of the Chartered Mercantile Bank. The thanks of the 
community are due to Mr. Bishop for thus giving an opportunity 
which every generous heart will gladly use to help the sufferers. 

We believe that the Rev. Julian Moreton intends leaving for 
London. if possible, by the first mail in March, on fifteen months’ 
leave. Mr. Moreton has been nine years out from Europe, and 
gave up fifteen months’ leave he was entitled to on his transfer 
from Labuan, because it was desirable that he should take up his 
duties here immediately. 

The result of the Court of Inquiry upon the matter of a late 
inquest has been that Mr. Earl has been suspended from the 
offices of Commissoiner of Police and Coroner, Mr. M. Thomas, of 
the Master Attendant’s office reprimanded, as also Mr. Parkins, 
Coroner’s clerk. We also understand that Mr. Hogan, Chief 
Clerk in the Court of Requests, has been also reprimanded for 
something amiss in his office, but particulars have not yet been 
pabluber: In consequence of this, Captain Dunlop, of the Artil- 

ery, has been appointed acting Commissioner of Police and 
Coroner. 

A meeting of merchants has been held in the Chartered Mer- 
cantile Bank to consider a question of great importance to trade 
in Penang. The Chetties, it is well kngwn, are generally apenk 
ing, not principals, but representatives or agents of other Chet- 
ties on the Madras coast, é&sc., and it has been often found that, 
though using the house name or chop of their principals, they 
have no proper power to act asagents for the parties they assume 
to do, and inconvenience and loss, as may well be believed, has 
sometimes accrued from this, as has happened this year in Ceylon. 
It was, therefore, agreed at this meeting that no transactions 
should in future take place with any Chetty, save upon the pro- 
duction of a properly accredited power to him to act as agent 
for his assumed principal.

Commercial Report. 


IMPORTS. 


YoXKoHAMA.—The improvement which was noticeable at the date of 
our last advices from this port had given way to dulness in all staples 
except Grey Shirtings, which had been readily saleable. The Lorton 
and Ada had arrived. Cotton Yarn: The demand had quite subsided, 
and prices were weaker. Quotations: 16 to 24, $42 to 43 per picul; 
28 to 32, $43 to 44; 38 to 42, $45 to 46. Grey Shirtings of all weights 
had met with a fair inquiry, and moved off readily. 7 Ibs., $2.40 to 
2.424; 8} lbs., $2.00 to 2.95; 9 lbs. 44 inch, $3.40 to 3.45. Black 
Velvets: A few hundred pieces inferior quality placed at $7.50. Best 
worth $8.75. In other cotton goods nothing had been done. In Wool- 
lens a small business had been transacted, in Orleans figures at $4.50 
and Black Lastings at $12.50. A lot of Alpacas realised $7.75. Metals 
exceedingly dull, supplies being excessive; Nail Rod Iron, $2.40 to3 
per picul; Lead, $5.25 to 6; Tin Plates, $5.25 to 5.50 per box; Cval, 
$8.50 to 9 per ton. 

Hanxkow.—Business had been disorganised by the stoppage of several 
native banks. Grey Shirtinzs: Notwithstanding that holders had been 
very firm and supplies short, only 2 to 3 candareens per piece advance, 
on the lighter weights, had been obtained; no desire to purchase, cx- 
cept for immediate requirements, and but few sales made. Heavy 

oods again lower and very quiet. Quotations: Tls. 1.75 to 1.80 for 
7 Ibs. ; Tis. 2.25 to 2.29 fur 8} Ibs. ; and Tis. 2.30 to 2.42 per piece for 
93 lbs. White Shirtings: Small sales reported showed no change. 
T-Cloths: Had proved a slight exception to the prevailing dullness, low 
ruling rates having induced fair purchases; demand for chiefly 7 lbs. 
Mexicans at Tls. 1.59 to 1.55; asmall quantity of “extra” quality had 
been sold at Tls. 1.60 to 1.65 per piece; no change in the value of 36 
inch. Drills: Prices of Dutch and English unchanged, bat less in- 
quiry ; American declined 5 candareens, and quoted Tis. 3.15 per piece. 
Fancy Cottons: Not asked for; quotations nominal. Woollens and 
Worsteds :—Camlets and Long Ells: Almost unsaleable. Lastings : 
Only small sales of well known chops at previous rates. Spanish 
Stripes : Good assortments taken to limited extent, at Tls. 0.49 to 0.52 
per yard. Figured Orleans: A few lots of fine found buyers, sales of 
ordinary impracticable. Metals:—Lead: No inquiry at a decline of 
about 5 candarcens per picul on last mail’s rates. Quicksilver: At the 
high rate of Tls. 61.00 per picul buyers were holding off for a decline, 
and contracts were only entered into for positive requirements. 

SHANGHAI.—The business generally in imports continued dull, and 
Yates depressed. For 8} lbs, Grey Shirtings, ordinary quality, demand 
had been steady, but business was still contined to godown cargo, and to 
the supply on board ships in harbour. Goods to arrive had found few 
buyers. Dewhurst’s Eagle chop continued at a discount; price of ordi- 
nary unchanged, but Dewhurst’s a candareen per piece lower. 7 lb. in 
more request, at last rates ; 9 Ibs. and 93 lbs., from their cheapness, at- 
tracting more attention ; but only a sinall trade reported. White Shirt- 
ings in no demand; quotations nominal. T-Cloths: Common counts 
of 7 lbs. improved in value, and a decidedly better fecling apparent for 
‘¢ Mexicans.’’ Deliveries very large, stock reduced to under 800,000

Of Plain and Figured Lustres some 12,000 pieces had changed hands, 
and for good assortments and patterns better prices had ruled. Long 
Ells, Lastings, and Crapes as last quoted, with little doing. Camlets 
sold ata decline; moderate inquiry. Spanish Stripes quieter, without 
change in value. Metals—Lead: A few sales, at Tle. 4.45 for L. B. 
Coals: Market unaltered ; the absence of arrivals tended to firmnness in 

rice. 
id Foocnow.—Sales are reported of 650 pieces 8 lbs. Grey Shirtings 
at $3.15, 1,800 pieces 7 lbs. T-Cloths at $1.30 to 2.35, and 800 pieces 
6 lbs. T-Cloths at $1.95. 

Hono KonG.—Messrs. Oliphant and Co. report as lollows, under date 
Oct. 31 :—Cotton Yarns: Fairly large quantiticas of Nos, 16/24 have 
been received of late, and as importers, in the face of these receipts, 
have shown considerable anxiety to move their parcels, dealers have 
been induced to operate fairly frecly at a decline in prices of $5 to 7.50 
perbale. Nos. 24/32 are but little wanted, and a further concession of 
$2.50 per bale has not been an incentive to other than very smull pur- 
chases. Stocks of Nos, 38.42 are still small, and valucs are unchanged ; 
Eagle chop finds favour while Lion is neglected. Piece Goods: A very 
moderate business has been transacted during the past fortnight, and 
prices generally have ruled lower for the staple goods. 7 lb Grey Shirt- 
ings have again been comparatively neglected, and a decline of 2 ccnts 
per piece is noted; 8.4 1b goods of favourite chops maintain last values, 
but the less known marks can only be placed at a reduction.

TEA. 

Yoxonama.—For the fortnight after the departure of the last Pacific 
mail only a very sinall business was done, amounting to about 500 
piculs, but subsequently several purchasers entered the market, and 
had increased settlements to about 4,500 piculs for the month. Un- 
favourable advices received via San Francisco from New York almost 
entircly suspended business during the early part of the month, and 
eonsequently dealers with large and increasing stocks became anxious 
sellers at a decline on last quotations. Atterwards several large settle- 
ments were made of good medium to fine Teas, which show a ‘docline 
on our last quotations of $2 to 4 fur good medium, and about $2 on fine 
and choice grades, which were becoming scarce and inferior in quality. 
Quotations :—Common, $23 to 26; good common, $28 to 30; medium, 
$31 to 34; good medium, $36 to 38; fine, $40 to 43; finest, $45 to 
48; choice, nominal, $50 upwards. Detailed export: For New York, 
Gept. 23, Great Republic, 49,130 Ibs.; Sept. 28, Laju, 667,543 Ibs, ; 
Sept. 30, Black Prince, 711,036 Ibs. For San Francisco, Sept. 22, 
Comet, 62,527 Ibs.; Sept. 23, Great Republic, 282,232 Ibs. 

Hanxow.—The following is Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.’s Re 
port :—Thie business has been but limite!, aud is characteris.d by the 
almost entire absence of shipments to Shanghai on native account. 
Parcels huve como down one or two at a tiie, and in nearly all cases 
have found ready sale here. The teas are of very low character, prices, 
however, show little or no chanze, one or two sinall chops having rea- 
lised up to Tis. 144. The customs’ returns show a slight decrease in the 
total export compared with last year ; there will, however, probably not 
be much falling off at the close of the seacon. Quotations remain about 
the same. Sales of fair leafy Oopack teas have been made at from Tis. 13} 
to 14}, and of Shuntam kinds at Tis. 11} to 11.60). 

Swancuar.—Black: Owing to the reccipt of slightly more favour- 
able advices from London, many buyers had entered the market, and 
the result had been a very large business at gradually stiffening prices, 
the advance on nearly alt, kinds being from half to one tael per picul. 
The tone of the market at the close was, howevor, quiet. The stock 
had been considerably lessened Settlements for the fortnight, 37,500 
chests ; reshipments on owners’ account, 4,500 chests ; stock, 93 chops, 
or 29,000 packages.

1 per picul on fair medium cheps, but all fine 
parcels were if anything firmer, as the market was almost cleared of 
these gra'les. The stock had again increased, and amounted to 86,000 
half-chests, a large portion being common and fair Teas. Quotations:

26 to 35. Settlements for the fortnight, 36,230 half-chests, Re-ship- 
ments on owners’ account, 2,170 half-chests. Stock, 164 chops, or 
27,360 packages of Fychow, Moynne and Teenkai Teas; 17 chops, or 
8,360 packages of Pingsuey and Shanghai-packed Teas. 

Foocuow.—A large business had been done for London in conse- 

uence of more encouraging news of that market. Consilerable set- 
tlements had also becn made for Australia. For the United Stites no 
purchases of Oolongs were reported. The scttlements of Congou and 
Souchong had been 33,472 chests; arrivals, 17,557 chests. Congon: 
Attention of buyers chicfly turned to Common Congou and the flavoury 
kinds, and for these an advance of one tael had been established.

THE JAPANESE LOAN AND RAILWAYS. 

In our issue of October 31 we stated that the powers en- 
trusted to Mr. Lay had been transferred to the Oriental 
Bank ; this is now confirmed by a notice in The Times. It 
would be satisfactory to know the reasons which have caused 
this transfer. We have already given the shipments of rail- 
way material—for which the Loan was raised—and we believe 
the contracts bave been all made on the most advantageous 
terms. In the appointment of Mr. Wuyrzs, C.E., as consult- 
ing engineer of the railway, Mr. Lay secured a gentleman 
of known ability and integrity. Mr. WHyrs has long held 
the appointment of Consulting Engineer to the Indian Coun- 
cil, and it was under his direction that Mr. Lay entered into 
contracts for the requisite material for the proposed railway. 
For the small sections of railway decided upon as a com- 
mencement—viz.,’from Yedo to Yokohama, and from Osaka 
to Kobe—it was natural that the selected contractors should 
use every effort to supply material of the best quality, and 
at the lowest rates, with the view of securing the contracts 
for the great line which we hope ere long to see traversing 
Japan from Yedo to Osaka. We believe that the entire cost 
of the plant and material is £1,300 per mile, which is very 
considerably under the average. 











DECLINE OF FOREIGN PRESTIGE IN CHINA. 

Ir there be one point more than another which the Fo- 
reign Plenipotentiaries in China should be watchful of, it is 
in maintaining the prestige secured by their predecessors at 
the Court of Peking. Circumstances have transpired, in con- 
sequence of the Tientsin Massacre, which lead us to infer 
that the prestige of the Legations has seriously declined 
since they were first established. This, however, refers more 
to the British and French Embassies than those of Russia, 
America, and other Treaty Powers ; and it is to them that 
our remarks more immediately apply. After the millions of 
treasure that have been spent, aud the thousands of lives 
sacrificed to secure direct diplomatic relations with the cen- 
tral Government, it would appear that the advantages thereby 
gained are rapidly fading away. The Ministers who inaugu- 
rated a vigorous policy, and took up their residence within 
the precincts of the Imperial Court in 1860, have been suc- 
ceeded by Plenipotentiaries in 1870, whose mild diplomacy, 
during momentous times, is bringing the nations which they 
represent into contempt. 

We have no desire to deal harsbly with the French 
Minister under the exceptional position of affairs in which 
be is placed. M. RocnecnovarT committed a serious error 
in threatening to draw down his flag upon a certain day if 
his terms were not complied with, and allowing it to fly in- 
gloriously afterwards without any sign of action to enforce 
bis claims. In like manner it would appear that Mr. WabE, 
the British Chargé d’ Affaires, has allowed himself to be cajoled 
by the Chinese Government when he telegraphs to the 
Foreign Office that he does not expect military force will be 
required anywhere to protect the lives and} property of our 
countrymen. Yetit is notorious that the Chinese are concen- 
trating their forces at the expected points of attack, and have 
augmented their fleet of war veasels after the European model. 
Moreover, it would appear that his first telegrams, via Kiachta, 
announcing tbe Tientsin Massacre, were tampered with, and 
stopped in transmission, doubtless through the anderband 
work of the Chinese. If so, this would show that the officials 
are becoming every day more emboldened in their plans of 
thwarting the actions of our Plenipotentiary. From these 
and other significant indications we may infer that the Bri- 
tish and French Legations have lost much of their prestige 
at the Court of Peking. From being the leading foreign 
authorities in communication with the Tsung li Yamen, they 
are rapidly taking secondary and third-rate positions. Under 
these lroumstanoces, it behoves our Government to accredit a 
Minister to the Court of Peking, who will restore the pres- 
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7 ige we have lost by inaugurating a dignified and vigorous 


policy, which does not at present obtaip, through the Philo- 
Chinese diplomacy of Mr. Wang. 





NEUTRALITY IN JAPAN. 

A RATHER undignified dispute, in which Western civilisa- 
tion does not appear to advantage beside Eastern “barba- 
rism,” has occurred between the German and French Minis- 
ters at Yokohama, apropos of the Japanese Government's 
proclamation of neutrality, on which we lately expressed the 
hope that it would have the effect of preventing any un- 
seemly display of hostile feeling between the representatives 
or men-of-war belonging to the belligerent nations stationed 
in Japanese waters for the general protection of European 
interests. As both Ministers had been consulted, and had 
agreed upon the terms of the proclamation, which was very 
clearly expressed, and had for its object only the prevention 
of hostilities, which would be repugnaut to a friendly Go- 
veroment, while they could exercise no appreciable influence 
on the events of the war, it required nothing more than 
mutual forbearance and a liberal interpretation of its regu- 
lations to secure the non.-interruption of peace in the 
Japanese ports frequented by both Powers. This, how- 
ever, seems to have been jeopardised by the conduct of M. 
OutreEy, the French Minister, in connection with a North 
German steamer, the Rhein, belonging to Messrs. TEXTOR and 
Co., of Yokohama. No sooner had she left her anchorage 
than the French war steamer Linois steamed out to the en- 
trance of the Bay, betraying, as we are informed, the general 
object of her departure by firing a gun across the bows of a 
British ship. 

M. von Branpt, the German Minister, naturally asto- 
nished at this proceeding, lost no time in representing 
to M. Ovrrey that such acts were inconsistent with 
his views of the neutrality which should be preserved 
in Japanese waters, and opposed both to the principles 
of international law and the terms on which they had 
mutually agreed. M. Ourrey, however, refused to concede 
the point ; and M. Von Branor therfore proceeded to Yedo, 
and by representing the matter to the Japanese Foreign Mi- 
nister, persuaded him to insert two additional clauses, which 
would give German shipping the required protection. This 
step M. Ourrey appears to have felt as a slight to himself, 
and the consequence was some excitement in the fleets of the 
two belligerent nations. We must confess that we can see 
no reason, and very little excuse, for M. OurTrey’s re- 
sentment, giving him credit, of course, for the wish to 
preserve the broad principles of neutrality as laid down 
in the proclamation. No sort of advantage that was 
not strictly mutual was ivvolved in the addition of 
the clauses suggested by M. von Branpt. On the con- 
trary, the German Minister's action seems to us to have 
been thoroughly open, practical, and, coming as it did 
from the representative of the victorious Power, peouliarly 
graceful and high-minded. It proved beyond doubt that he 
was thoroughly in earnest, not only not to take advantage in 
his turn of the omitted clauses, but also to prevent his 
countrymen from involving themselves in the ungracious po- 
sition towards the Japanese Government which had been 
assumed by the French. It is clear that M. von Branpr'’s 
sole object was the preservation of local peace ; and, as that 
was precisely the object of the proclamation of neutrality, 
M. Ovurrey’s objection to the terms of the proclamation 
being made more explicit appears so frivolous as to suggest a 
doubt of his having been sincere in the assistance he rendered 
in drawing it up. 


At the meeting of the P. and O. Company, held on the 
6th, the directors’ report—noticed in our last —which recom- 
mended a dividend of 4 per cent. for the half-year, was 
adopted, after the usual criticism and discussion, which, as a 
rule, generally misses the mark. Although the new contract 
fixing the subsidy at £450,000 was cavilled at, the share- 
holders seemed to have entirely overlooked the advantageous 
bargain the directors obtained, in receiving the same subsidy 
for running the mails to Brindisi as to Marseilles, the differ- 
ence in the sea passage being about one-half. 


The P. and O. steamer Delhi, from Yokohama with silkworms 
eggs, is expected to pass through the Suez Canal about the 18th 
inst., and will proceed direct for Genoa and Marseilles. After land- 


ing her cargo at these ports she will return by the Canal to Bom- 
bay, and take up her station on the Hong Kong line. 
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THE FUTURE OF THE DUTCH EAST INDIES. 

WHEN it became known in Holland that a Royal decree 
had been promulgated in Java by which the Agrarian Bill 
was put io force, our Dutch correspondent protested most 
energetically against such an illiberal proceeding. It is not 
necessary to recall the enormous difficulties which the Libe- 
ral party in the Dutch Parliament had to overcome before 
this Bill became law ; it is sufficient to state shat both in 
Holland and in her colonies abroad general satisfaction pre- 
vailed at the fact that at last a measure had been carried 
which tended to annihilate the principal of the grievances 
imposed by the Dutch colonial policy, and that at length the 
tide of European capital would flow towards Java. This 
prospect has, however, been overturned ; the Agrarian law is 
practically a dead letter. It is certainly a very strange 
system upon which to enact laws. Parliament passes a Bill, 
it is confirmed by Royal assent, and then wholly an- 
nulled by a Royal decree stipulating the conditions under 
which it is to be set in force. We have not far to seek 
for the origin of this proceeding. For several years past 
a Ministerial anarchy has prevailed in Holland—Ministers 
coming in and going out of power at very short intervals. This 
was solely caused by a division in the Liberal ranks, the Con- 
servatives being really in the minority. These changes have 
exercised a bad influence. The Dutch Parliament has taken 
very little account of the grievances of Java, and nothing 
has been done to promote the welfare of that country. 
Samarang asks for a better harbour, the Javanese for an im- 
proved system of education, trade interests urge the adoption 
of a truly free trade policy, a steam communication with 
Australia is wished for, the penal code needs revision, railway 
communication advances very slowly, and last, but not least, 
the Dutch policy with regard to the natives remains what it 
hag always been—-to “squeeze.” It is very strange that Dutch 
statesmen are unable to comprehend that a policy tho- 
Youghly Liberal would be the best guarantee for the future 
@xistence of that small kingdom and its colonies. A 
forcible argument in support of this is contained in the 
news brought by last mail, by which we hear not only a 
good deal about failures amongst the Chinese merchants, 
but also of respectable Dutch houses having stopped pay- 
ment—amonget them Messrs. Overzes and Co., at Padang, 
with liabilities amounting to 1,500,000 guilders—and it was 
generally feared that further suspensions would ensue. We 
learn from the Java papers that the bad time which now 
seems to have set in was foreseen years ago, and it is even 
asserted that everyone is astonished that the’ crisis has been 
so long postponed. The Government policy has reduced the 
natives to the most wretched state; all the branches of re- 
venue are monopolised by the Government, the first-class 
trading firms are unable to guard against the tricks of the 
Chinamen, who are permitted to keep their books in a lan- 
guage and in a manner which no one is able to decipher, 
and which, of course, opens the way for the greatest abuses. 
Indeed it is time, more than time, that a truly liberal Dutch 
Government should take the reins in band and fulfil its 
legitimate task with energy. The present political and social 
condition of Java is absolutely intolerable, and it is impos- 
sible to caloulate the evil effects that will ensue from a post- 
ponement of a radical change in the system of conducting 
affairs. : 





POSTAGE TO THE FAR EAST. ., 

Wrrs the commencement of the P. and O. service via Brin- 
disi, on the 16th inst., the rates of postage to Straits, China, 
and Japan will be 1s. 3d. per 4 oz. on letters ; to India and 
Ceylon, 1s.; to Australia, 9d.; and 4d. (not 3d., as was 
printed in our last) on newspapers not exceeding 4 oz. ; books 
7d. per 4 oz. Much surprise is felt that the reduction of 
rates on letters should not have been accompanied by a cor- 
responding reduction in the newspaper postage. It is alto- 
gether contrary to the spirit of the age to throw any 
impediment in the way of the press, and, besides being 
utterly indefensible on economic grounds, the present rate 
—fourpence for each paper—is simply prohibitory. The 
feeling of the English public will scarcely be satisfied until 
“ocean penny postage” is an accomplished institution. 
In the meantime, to reduce the postage of newspapers 50 
per cent. in the United Kingdom, and to raise it 25 per cent. 
to our greatest: dependencies, is a glaring contradiction, and 
we trust that the matter will form the subject of a deputa- 


.tion to the PostmasTaR-GENERAL. : 
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WE call attention to a very able article in Macmi/lan’s 
Magasine, to be found in another column, which, with some 
exceptions, exhibits an amount of knowledge of the subject 
entitled “ Missionaries and Mandarins.” As a rule, magazine 
contributions on China exhibit lamentable ignorance. 





THE P. AND O. COMPANY’S MEETING. 

The annual meeting of the shareholders in this company was held 
at the offices, Leadenhall-atreet, on the 6th inat., under the presidency 
of Mr. P. Dovatas Hapow. The report of the directors, which gave 
the results of the operations of the company, and which appeared in 
our last, was taken as read. 

The CuargMaN, in moving its adoption, said he looked upon the 
report with almost unmixed satisfaction, and begged in the first in- 
stance to offer his congratulations to the proprietors upon the fact 
that, bad as the year had been, the company had passed through it 
without a single accident to ita fleet. Though the company’sships had 
traversed over 1,500,000 miles, and had encountered many storms, 
typhoons, and such like, yet not a single ship had been lost. (Hear, 
hear.) This simple fact spoke volumes as to the efficiency of the. 
commanders and crews of the vessels, and he was desirous of taking 
that the earliest opportunity of paying that well-merited compli- 
ment to the captains and officers in command. (Loud cheers.) 
But the board were not quite content to let things remain aa 
they were, and though they thought they had every reason to be 
satisfied with the efficiency of the fleet, and those who commanded it, 
yet they had endeavoured, in the interests of the company generally, 
to improve it as far as possible, so as to make it not only comparable, 
but superior to any similar navy, and put it in a position to com- 
pete with the best fleet which modern science could produce. Hav- 
ing that end in view, the board had during the past year parted with 
four of the company’s ships with an apparent logs. He said “ appa- 
rent loss” because, though those ships had been sold, yet the com- 
pany was replacing them with ships of a more modern build, which 
would have the maximum of speed with the minimum consumption 
of fuel, and they, with all recent scientific improvements, could be 
built at the present time at a price which was at least twenty per cent. 
leas than that at which the old ships of the company were constructed. 
(Loud cheers.) ‘They would cost less, consume less fuel, run at a 
greater speed—having equally as great acapacity for cargo, or greater 
—than those which were displaced, and he hoped would in the end 
earn considerably larger dividends for the shareholders. (Renewed 
cheering.) The Australia, which was one of the new ships, and was 
butthe precursor of others, had gone out to India. The company had 
heard of her arriving at Singapore, having maintained an average 
speed of 104 knots per hour, whilat the consumption of coal was only 
thirty-fivetons per diem. That, he thought, would be as satisfactory 
to the shareholders to hear ag it was to himself and the court of di- 
rectors to be in a position to make that statement. (Hear, hear.) 

THE NEW CONTRACT. 

The contract with the Post-office—entered into three years and 

a half ago, when the company was compelled to enter into a kind of 

i-partnership with the Government—had been revised. There 
fad been a very long—not to say a tedious—discussion between the offi- 
cials of the Government and the directors of the company upon this 
subject, and as each party took different views as to the interpretation 
of certain clauses of the new contract, and both took counsel's opi- 
nion, the result was to strengthen and confirm each side in its own 
views. Nothing loomed in the future but a reference to arbitration, 
but eventually the Gordian knot was cut by the company accepting a 
certain fixed payment of £450,000 from the Government, and that 
was, he thought, upon the whole, a very satisfactory arrangement for 
the company. (Hear, hear.) The Postmaster-General was equally 
well satisfied with the new arrangement, and the report stated ver. 
fully the reasons that’ functionary of the Government assigne 
for his satisfaction. The board were equally well satisfied, be- 
cause they not only got rid of some vexed questions in dispute, but 
the company also was freed from the inspection of the accounts by 
Government officials, who seemed systematically to take different 
views from those of the board as to certain charges. Now, however, 
the board had only themselves to consult, and, as managing partners, 
were at liberty to take their own views and do the very best for the 
shareholders generally. (Loud cheers.) 

THE WAR AND THE SUEZ OANAL, 

In common with every Englishman he deeply regretted the war 
raging on the Continent, but the more so as it had inflicted great in- 
jary upon the company of which he was the head and mouthpiece. 
Singularly enough, many shareholders had imagined—very foolishly, 
to his mind—that the breaking out of the war would benefit this com- 
pany, because the Mesgageries Imperiales, which was a highly subsi- 
dised company, would have to cease running. But the reveree was 
the case. The effect of the declaration of war had been really to para- 
lyse trade in the Orient, and he read a number of extracts from various 
correspondents of the company in India and China tending to bear out 
that statement, and to show that the effect of the declaration of war by 
France had been to produce a total cessation of traffic between India 
and Marseilles. Coming to the alteration of the route of the ships he 
said the company was in the hands of the Government. The board 
could not alter the route of the mail steamers without Her Majesty’s 
Government sanctioned or ordered it. At present the company could 
not use the Suez Canal. Heavy ships might have used and no doubt 
did use it, but then it did not matter to them if they had to lie upon 
a sand -bank for a few days, but auch a detention would make a very 
great difference to this company, whose ships had to meet othera at 
certain ports at regular times and bring home the mails within a given 
time. Ultimately, perhaps, the company’s ships might go via the 
Canal when its navigation had been considerably improved ; but at 
present there was no quicker way of sending the mails than by the 
overland route. (Cheers.) 
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THE BRINDISI ROUTE. 

As to the Brindisi route, the Government had been sending mails 
by it for the last ten months. This company found itself—shortly after 
the outbreak of the war—with steamers running from Marseilles with 
nothing in them ; and that fact having been duly represented to Her 
Majesty's Government, the Post-office had agreed that this company 
should change its route, and run its steamers via Brindisi, which it 
would commence doing within the next fortnight, on the same subsidy 
as now existing. (Loud cheers.) ‘The capital of the company re- 
mained as it was before, and though the year, taken asa whole, had 
not been a good one for the company, yet he considered that in such 
troublous times as the present a total dividend of 7 per cent. was no 
mean return upon the capital embarked, and one which the sharc- 
holders had every reason to besatisfied with. He concluded by moving 
the uloption of the report. 

Mr. ALLEN briefly seconded the motion, and Mr. Lynpe supported it 
with a great deal of pleasure, and thought the directors deserved the 
best thanks of the meeting for having done so well. 

Mr. Mugray was glad to see so lurge a saving effected in the work- 
ing expenses, the more go as he found it was principally due to the 
diminished cost of coal, through the company having used more In- 
dian aud Australian coal instead of Welsh. ‘The Indian railways were 
using native coal now, and the fire-bars of the locomotives had been 
widened to admit of its use. Some time ago the chairman stated that 
the company was trying experiments as to the use of Indian coal, and 
he would be glad if the chairman would tell the meeting the results. He 
was glad to notice that though tbe company had run 46,000 miles more 
in the year, it had consumed 3,786 tons of coal less, and that the cost. 
appeared to be 4s. 10d. per ton less (owing perhaps to reduced freight). 
He quoted the more detailed way adopted by the Royal Mail Company 
in making up accounts for the shareholders, and suggested that the di- 
rectors should do the same. 

Mr. Gitpvon did not consider the new arrangement with Govern- 
ment, by which the subsidy was fixed at £459,000 per annum, was 
satisfactory, and he complained of the heavy loss on ships sold, being 
£80,000 on two stenmers taken over by Caird and Co., who were now 
building new ones. With rezard to the saving of £5,000 on provisions, 
as they had earned £55,000 less passage money, it was no doubt caused 
by the diminished number of passengers. [Ice found that they had 
received from Government £110,000 more than in 1868. 

Mr. Jones, as usual, favoured the meeting with along and humo- 
rous speech, passing in review the altered conduct of the directors, 
whom he thought deserved much credit for carning a dividend of 7 
percent. with such strong opposition. He remembered when it was 
quite useless sugyesting any changes to meet the altered state of 
things; they would go onin the old grand style. Now, they carried 
goods to India at 50a. per ton, and he expected soon to seo them 
bringing home corn. He urged the board to use every effort to get 
Government to make Galle a safe harbour. He was glad to sce that 
the insurance fund had yielded them 2 per cent. of their dividend, 
and he suggested that the Board should increase their profits by insur- 
ing cargo carried in their steamers. He believed their experience of 


underwriting their own vessels was that it cost 25s., while current : 


rates showed a considerable margin fur profit. 


said it was much more cisy to use it by land, where stations for cualing 
locomotives could be made frequent, than at sea, where it was neces- 
gary to carry a very great quantity, often to the displacement of most 
valuable freight. 

Mr. CaMppect was of opinion that the accounts should be rendered 
so as to show the nature of the earnings and expenditure more in detail, 
and he considered that such an important matter asa new arrange- 
ment with Gov. rnment should be first submitted to the shareholders 
before closing. He would like to have some particulars as to the loss 
the company sustained in an action Ly the family of a passenge? lost in 
the Carnatic. 

The Cuarrmay, in reply, caid the board were using both Indian and 
Australian coal as far as practicable, especially the latter, which was 
found to be remarkably good, and to improve in quality as the cut- 
tings in the mines went deeper. As to the publication of the accounts, 
it was a question entirely in the hands of the shareholders. The board 
had nothing to conceal, and not only had the sharcholders the state- 
ment in the report, but the accounts were prepared in very great de- 
tail, and laid on the table for every shareholdcr to see; and any ad- 
ditional information which might be required was always moat 
cheerfully accorded by the gentleman who was especially in attendance 
for that purpose. With regard to tie loss on the sale of old ships, he 
quoted a statement made by Mr. Burns on the sale of the Persia, be- 
longing to the Cunard Company, owing to her large consumption of 
fuel, on which they lost £60,000, aud considered themselves well off 
even at that sacrifice ; he considercd the Cunard Company good judges 
of the matter. With respect to the Galle Harbour, they had conti- 
bually urged on the Government to build break waturs. As to insuring 
cargo by their vessels, they were not authorised by their deed. As to 
concluding contracts without referring to the shareholders, such mat- 
ters formed part of their duties a3 directors enjoying the confidence 
of the shareholders. (Hear, hear.) With regard to the verdict against 
them on behalf of a passenger Ibat in the Carnatic, they considered 
the award arbitrary, and the case was under appeal. He could not 
say whether it would be for the interest of the company to remove 
their vessels from Southampton to Liverpool—certainly not for the 
present, and, like the use of the Suez Canal, it was a matter for the 

uture. 

_ Mr. Howett, the sccretary, read a statistical statement, from which 
it appeared that in 1862 the company had forty-two ships, aggrezate 
tonnaze 60,442 tons, and they stood in the company’s books at

MISSIONARIES AND MANDARINS. 


(MACMILLAN'S MAGAZINE, ) 

The whole point of the conflict between the mandarin and the mis- 
sionary lies in the fact that the former knows full well that he and 
Christianity cannot co-exist. If Christianity were to establish itself 
in China as the religion of the country, the mandarin would become an 
extinct animal. Confucianism being the State religion, and the Confu- 
cian books being the basis upon which the statecraft of China is founded, 
the mandariu, whose stock in trade as a ruler and politician consists 
of a deep knowledge of those books, cannot afford to see the ‘‘ Ana- 
lecta” and the ‘* Great Learning” replaced by the Gospel. When the 
misrule of the mandarins shall have reached such a pitch that it can 
be no longer borne--when other nations, wearied out of all patience, 
shall interfere to blot out the hideous mass of corruption, and shall 
force upon the country a new system of government—then, and not 
till then, may we hope to sce some signs of progress and reform ; 
then, and not till then, may the missionary hope to reap where he 
sows. Your Chinaman muy be irrclizious, but he is eminently practi- 
cal, and if he saw good governing depending upon a new religion he 
would soon become a convert. 

Tt is a fallacy to suppose that the intelligent Chinese operative is 
averse to progress: docs he show himsclf to be so when he arrives in 
America orin Australia? Is not the fact of his consenting to emigrate 
a proof of a desire to advance? But we have all read of the firm of 
Spenlow and Jorkins. Is any conces~ion wanted? Mr. Spenlow would 
be ouly too delighted to yield, but he is restrained by the inexorable 
Jorkins. Mr. Spenlow is all affability, all pliancy ; but there is Jor- 
kins in the background, whose feclings and prejudices must be con- 
sulted. This is precisely the case in China. Every time that there 
is a proposal for the construction of railway or a telegra ph, the man- 
daring, with the Prince of Kung and hia fidus Achates, WWen Siang, at 
their head, are as conciliatory as possible ; they will be delighted to 
witness apy experiment to which they may be invited, and will talk 
in the most glowing terms of the beauties of Western science. No- 
thing would give them more pleasure than to see railroads and tele- 
graphs intersecting China from one end of the land to the other. They 
are burning with good intentions, but they are unhappily so situated 
that they cannot carry out their wishes; they have to deal witha very 
peculiar pcople, a people devoted to the traditions of the past, and 
Jealous of any innovations ; above all, there isa certain mystery, called 
the Fung Shui, which must not be disturbed; now, inasmuch as the lines 
to be followed by railroads and telegraphs must be guided by the laws 
of enginetring, and would certainly take no notice of the Fung Shui, 
the estublishment of such constructions, although they would be of 
undoubted utility and benefit, would lead only to disturbances and diffi- 
cultics, of which it would not be easy to foretell the issue. And so poor 
Jorkins gots the blame, and foreign capitalists are told that the coun- 
try is not yet ripe for the introduction of uew inventions. But who

Shai, or “wind and water"—a system of divination in accordance 
with the laws of which all buildings and roads and works of any kind 
must be made? Who but Mr. Mandarin Speniow, who knows that 
railroads aud telegraphs mean progress, and that progress. means an 


end of him and cf his monopoly of government? 


It is much to be regretted that better use should not have been made 
of the vantage-ground in argument which we held in 1860, when Mr. 
Loch took home the Treaty of Peace: there would have been little 
talk of the fitness or unfitness of the country for progrcas when the 
gates of Peking were thrown open to our troops. Unfortunately, the 
year was far advanced, and the allied commanders, dreading the se- 
veritics of a winter almost as cold as that of Ruasia, were eager to ree 
move their armics southwards as fast as possible. The negotiations 
for peace were hurried through, and a golden opportunity was lost. 
Since that time we bave becn losing ground steadily : it would be im- 
possible for Western diplomacy to show a single advantage gained 
during the last ten years, while the Chinese, on the other hand, may 
point with trizmph to many a victory of wit and cunning, culminat- 
ing in the mission of Mr. Burlingame as the herald of peace and good- 
will, and the preacher of the great doctrine of the equality of men. 
It is not a little significant that, while that remarkable orator, now do- 
ceased, was stumping upon every platform of Europe and America, 
evidence of the strongest feeling against foreigners was cropping up at 
almost every port in China ; and while his legation, no longer graced 
by the presence of its chief, was still disporting itself at some Kuro- 
pean Court, to the great profit of certain interpreters, decked out in 
the peacock’s feathera of Seerctaries of Legation, the very mandarins 
whose virtues they were paid to preach were preparing that revolting 
massicre, the horrors of which have cen sufficient to attract the at- 
tention ot Europe, even when she was absorbed by the terrible tragedy 
which was being acted at home. 

We have been very patient and long-suffering with these Chinamen, 
but there are limits to all powers of cndurance. The cup of their ini- 
quities is full even to overflowing, and it is time that they should be 
made to kiss the rod. Our missionaries have been murdered, our trade 
has been hindered and obstructed in every way, and each succecdin 
telegram brings us the news that the lives of our merchantsare threatene 
at some fresh place. The winter is at hand, and, by the time these 
lines appear in print, our countrymen at Tient-in, Pekinz, and New- 
chwang will be cut off from all help from without by the ice of the 
Gulf of Pechili, and at the mercy of mobs hounded on by ruflians with- 
out ruth or mercy. 

lt is not easy to imagine a more disagreeable position than that in 
which the representatives of European Government at the Court of 
Peking are placed. If they determine to remain for the winter at 
Peking or Tientain, they will do se evidently at the peril of their lives 
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and of the lives of those committed to their charge. If, on the other 
hand, they agree to retire southward to Shanghai, they will in a!l pro- 
bability find the Peiho barred to them on their return in the spring ; 
and, thia time, the Taku Forts, which even in 1859 were sufhciently 
strong and well manned to beat back Sir Frederick Bruce and the 
British Admiral, will bristle with the best guns that Western scicnce 
ean invent, served by men drilled by European officers. For all of 
which great thanks are dre to Mr. Robert Hart, an Irishman, who 
serves the Chinese Government as Inspector-General of Customs, and 
to whose account may be laid most of the grievances of which Kuro- 
peaus have to complain. 

Mr. Magniac has written a letter to The Times, enclosing a letter 
received by him from the Foreign-office, in which he is informed that 
“a battalion of Marines will be shortly sent to China to be at the dis- 
posal of the Admiral ; and if he and Mr. Wade should be of opinion 
that British interests at Shanghai are in danger, they are instructed to 
draw from Hong Kong or Japan a detachment of infantry, which, ia 
ease of emergency, might be landed for the purposes of protection.” 
We shall indeed be agreeably disappointed if these means suffice to 
effect the punishment of the pa-t, or to avert the evils which we can- 
not help foreseeing in the future. The troops at Hong Kong consist 
of half a battalion of infantry of the line and half a battalion of In- 
dian native infantry, with a small force of artillery, while at Yoko- 
hama we have one battalion of the 10th Regiment ; at any moment it 
might become inexpedient to remove these troops from their present 
quarters, so that the only reinforcement to be depended upon is one 
battalion of Marines. It is true that at the present moment affairs in 
Japan wear a very promising aspect; but there is a strong anti-fo- 
reign party still leavening the opinions of the country, and it is very 
doubtful whether it would be wise to withdraw a wholesome demon- 
stration of force: and no one, we should imagine, would wish to 
weaken Hong Kong at a time when our intere-ts in the South of 
China are threatened no less than those in the North. 

Uor fear ia lest the Chinese, seeing the inability of the French to 
avenge the murders of Tientsin, should take courage and attack other 
foreigners as well, In that case we shall have no alternative but to 
engage ourselves in a new Chinese expedition. Should this unfortu- 
nately prove to be the case, there can be no doubt that the European 
Powers, making a common cause, will be successful in the end, and 
will bring the mandarins to reason ; and this time we hope that the 

¢ will be a lesson for the future, and that such conditions will be 

posed ag will aecure our commerce and our countrymen, be they 
laymen or missionarics, from outrage, aud will prevent China from 
remaining the one bar to the prouress and civilisation of the world. 

It is not within the province of a magazine article to suggest what 
those conditions should be; but we cannot help hinting that if the 
Treaty Powers were to treat China as Peter the Great did Russia, and 
transplant the capital and Court from Peking back to Nanking, whence 
it was removed by the Emperor Tai Tsung, who reigned under the 
atyle of Yung Lo at the beginning of the fifteenth century, the head- 
quarters of obstructiveness aod mandarinism would be destroyed, the 

wer of the viceroys would be brought under the control of the Cen- 

| Government, and anew era might be inaugurated which should be 
asconducive to the welfare and happiness of the Chinese people as to 
the safety and profit of the European trader. Above all, the repre- 
sentatives of European Powers, instead of being boxed up in Prkiag 
like rata in a trap, would, in the not improbable event of their having 
from time to time certain demands and requisitions to make of the 
Chinese Government, be backed up by the presence of their men-of- 
war on the spot. It is wonderful how distance weakens a threat, 
and how wholecomely the sizht of power acts upon the Oriental mind. 
Had the capital been at Nanking it may be doubted whether the 
Cabinet of China would have appointed such a man as Tseng-kwo- 
Fan, the chief enemy of foreigners, to succeed the friendly Viceroy 
Ma ; and it is not too much to say that with a few French and Eng- 
lish ships in the river, orders wonld have been given which would 
have insured the immediate punishment of the perpetrators of the 
Tientsin outrage. 

One thing is certain, and that is, that if our trade with China ia to 
continue it must be protccted. Do not ita statistics show that it is 
worth paying a high insurance for?) In China, above all other coun- 
tries, does the old proverb huld good, ‘‘Si via pacem para bellum.”

ARRIVAL OF THE “ MAGDALA ” FROM SHANGHAI. 
(NEW YORK HERALD.) 

Seventy days from China, ch, captain?” 

‘No, "not exactly; ninety-five days from Shanghai. I could have 
made the passage in seventy days but for my ill-luck. We encuuntered 
very heavy weather in the Red Sea, a cyclone and hurricane in the 
Atlantic, and head winds all the way.” 

This interrogatory and sufficient answer were the commencement of 
an interesting conversation that took place between Captain Davidson 
and a Herald reporter. Tho Magdala arrived at this port, direct from 
Shanghai, China, via the Sucz Canal anid Red Sea route. She is the 
first ship from the East, which, passing through the nowly-opencd 
channel between the oceans, hus arrived in New York or some other 
port of the United States. The event, therefore, is both intero-ting 
and important. It marks a new era in our commercial history, and points 
to a new field of enterprise. But, unfortunately, there is nothing con- 
nected with it inwhich Americans can rejuice. The gallant ship is Eng- 
lish ; the profits of her argo a:c for the bensfit uf English enterprising 
merchants, and when she leaves these shores the wealth of our commer- 
celal city will not have been added by one dollar. So, while the arrival 
of the Magdala direct from the Flowery Land by the Suez route de- 
mands attention as an historical event, thero is no room for America 
rejoicing over it. 

THE VOYAGE OF THE “ MAGDALA” 
Was an eventful one. Leaving) Shanghai on the 16th of August, she 
touched at Hong Kong; on the 20th coaled, and left the following day. 
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Singapore was reached on the 29th of the same month. The next day 
she put to sea again, arriving at Galle on the 8th of September, which 
port she left on the 9th, arriving at Aden on the 22nd. On the 23rd 
she left Aden. Up to her arrival at the latter port she had a favourable 
passage, but she encountered very severe weather in the Red Sea, and 
owing to this circumstance, which, of course, could not have been 
avoided, she did not» reach Suez until the 8th of October. Had the 
weather continued as favourable after she had left Aden as it had pre- 
vailed previous to her leaving that port she would have accomplished 
the distance to Suez in five or six days. The Magdala passed safely 
through the canal in the manner hereafter described by Captain David- 
son himself and left 
PORT SAID FOR MALTA 

on the 14th of October, where she arrived five days later. There was 
but a short delay here, the ship’s head being turned toward the sea and 
the island of Malta the same evening. The Rock was sighted on the 
25th, and on the 28th the gullant vessel steamed out of Gibraltar and 
headed fur New York. 

“ What sort of weather did you have, Captain?" asked the reporter, 
when some of the foregoing facts were elicited.

DESCRIPTION OF THE STORM. 

It blew furiously on the 283th. We were in the middle of a cyclone, 
which lasted until the 10th of this month. We lost several sails, and at 
one time I thought we should go to the bottom. It blewa perfect hur- 
ricane the first six hours of the storm. A succession of heavy ales 
from the north-west to the south-west followed, but we managed to 
weather them without damage. On Saturday last, off Cape Hatteras, in, 
latitude 33, longitude 71, we had another toush gale, which continued 
to howl in our wake long after we had passed that dangerous locality, 
The weather moderated on Sunday, much to our relief, and we arrived 
to-day safe and sound, as you are already informed. 

Reporter: What was your experience in passing the Suez Canal, 
Captain? 

Captain Davidson: Highly satisfactory. Beyond a slight detention, 
caused by the bad steering of a fellow ahead of us, there was no delay. 
We steamed through in sixteen hours going, steaming from five to six 
knots an hour. There is

. A meeting of shipowners was held on the 9th instant, to con- 
sider the desirability of making an alteration in the present terms 
of freight outwards by sailing ships, which give shippers a credit 
of sixty days after the delivery of bills of lading, and leaves the 
owner with no lien on the goods. Mr. John Willis proposed that 
the freight should be due and payable on the delivery of bills of 
lading. After a long discussion it was agreed that, if any change 
was effected, freight per sailing vessels should be made payable 
in exchange for bills of lading, according to the present custom 
with steam vessels. : 

The report of the Falmouth, Gibraltar, and Malta Telegraph 
Company (Limited), to be presented on the 14th inst., shows a net 
profit of £15,496 for the three and a-half months from the open- 
ing of the line on the 12th of June to the 30th of September 
last, and recommends a dividend of 4s. per share of £10 each, 
which will absorb £13.200, and leave £2,296 to be carried to re- 
gerve. The company have obtained from the Post-office the ex- 
clusive use of a wire between London and Penzance, together 
with permission to open an office at 74, Old Broad-street, where 
messages are received by the company’s own officers, and transmit- 
ted direct by wire to their destination, and from the Portuguese 
Government an exclusive concession has been obtained of the right 
to establish submarine telegraph lines between Portugal, England, 
Gibraltar, and Malta for twenty years. It is added :— 

Since the last report the cables of the British-Indian Company 
from Suez to Bombay and a duplicate cable from Malta and Alexandria 
have been successfully laid. Three other companies have also been 
formed in connection with this company’s line to Malta—viz., the Bri- 
tish-Indian Extension Company from Madras to Singapore, the China 
Submarine Company from Singapore to Hong Kong, and the British 
Australian Company from Singapore to Java and Australia. The share- 
holders will be glad to learn that the line from Madras to Singapore is 
now being laid, and will, it is expected, be completed by the end of the 
year. The China and Australian lines are expected to be completed in 
the courso of next year, thus bringing England and her Eastern de- 
pendencies into direct telegraphic communication, and opening up new 
sources of revenue to this company. The directors have unanimously 
elected Lord Alfred Paget (late a director of the Electric and Interna- 
tional Telegraph Company) to the vacant seat at the Board, 

The directors of the British Indian Company state that ex- 
perience has shown that the reduced rates of £2 17s. to Bombay 
instead of £3, and £2 17s. to Calcutta instead of £3 10s. 6d., are 
unremunerative, and it is therefore the intention of the directors 
at the Telegraph Conference to be held in May, 1871 (if the re- 
quisite permission cannot be obtained sooner), to apply, in conjunc- 
tion with the Indo-European Company, for permission to increase 
them. 

The tenders for £400,000 in bills on India were allotted—to 
Calcutta, £297,800 ; to Bombay, £100,000 ; and to Madras, £2,200. 
The minimum price was fixed, as before, at 1s, 10d. onall the 
Presidencies, and tenders on Calcutta,and Madras, at 1s. 10}d., 
will receive about 43 per cent. ; on Bombay, at that price, about 
72 per cent.; and above in full. These results show a slight 
diminution in the demand for means of remittance for the East. 

A return of the Liverpool Dock revenue for the year ended the 
24th June last has been issued. Vessels from the East Indies, 
China, and Japan paid dock rates and tonnage dues to the amount 
of £65,948 ; from New South Wales, New Zealand, and the Aus- 
tralian colonies, £4,828 ; from the west coast of South America, 
£22,203 ; from the Brazils and east coast of South America 
£31,716 ; from the West Indies and Gulf of Mexico, £24,773 ; 
from the United States, £192,276; from British America and 
Newfoundland, £42,893 ; from the west coast of Africa and Cape 
of Good Hope, £10,510 ; from the Mediterranean, £76,924 ; from 
Baltic ports, £2,351 ; from other European ports, £28,980 ; from 
coasters, £32,316. The total tonnage of the vessels using the 
Liverpool and Birkenhead Docks was 5,139,488 tons; the total 
dock rates received on goods amounted to £253,429 ; and the 
total tonnage dues received on vessels to £282,293. 

It appears that the French Atlantic Cable, upon which, for the 
present, our telegraphic communication with America entirely 
depends, is working satisfactorily both ways. The temporary 
fracture of the other two Cables has led to reports of renewed at- 
tempts to get up competing concerns of the character of those 
which the investing public have hitharto refused to entertain. 
When the existing Cables are in order their capacity is far beyond 
the amount of work required from them, so that there can be no 
prospect of profitable rivalry on the part of fresh ones. On the 
other hand, if, as there is not the slightest reason to conjecture, 
the broken lines should prove to be irrecoverable, the temptation
